FREEDOM’S CHAMPION, 

Death of Russian Who Was 25 Years 
u In Solitary ConOnemeht. 

Xhe St. Petersburg paper* have been 
i full - recently of reminiscences of M. 1L 
i Popoff, one of the prime movers In the 
| I-ar.d and Liberty” agitation of the 
’70’s of last century, who ha* Just died 
of cancer In the Kauffman hospital, St. 
Petersburg. 

Popoff was 69 years of age. He wag 
the non.of a priest, and was himself 
destined for the church, but abandoned 
this idea and began the study nf medi- 
cine. As a medical student he partici¬ 
pated in the students’ disorder* of 1874. 
ami In the following year became regu¬ 
larly associated with the revolutionary 
group* then existing In St. Petersburg. 
After completing hie medical studle* he 
left Kt, Petersburg for RostofT-on-Dor . 
wh ere, he era* soon the indefatigable 
champion of th* working classes. Por¬ 
'd* whs a delegate at th* 4, Land and 
Liberty” congress at Voronesh In 187$. 

He was arrested at Kleflf in 1880 when 
seeing a friend off at the railway uta- 
tlon. and wa* s*ntsnr^d to dearhhy tTte 
Kleff court-martial. On the *ve of his 
execution he was summoned to the of¬ 
fice of the prison governor, and was In¬ 
formed that his sentence was rommut- 
’' 1 1,41 ’* penal servitude Tor. life. ”Ii 
that allT’ was hi* calm rejoinder. Pop- 
hn'ff served part of hi* time in the fort-”
